TAMMANY’S LEADER DENIES THE 
STORY TOLD BY M’CANN, 
—dſ.ſ— 

He Returns from Europe to Testify Before 
Fassett’s Senate Committee—He Admits 
That a Flossie Was Pre- 
sented with $10,000 by Mayor Grant, 
but Contradicts the Other Charges 
Testimony Furnished’ by His Wife. 


New York, June 23.—[Special.]—A rounds- 
man and six patrolmen guarded the entrance 
to Part IL ot the Superior Court this mora- 
ing to keep away the crowd of people anxious 
to gain admittance in order to hear Richard 
Croker, the ex-City Chamberlain and Tam- 
many Boss, testify before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Cities and reply to Brother-in- 
Law McCann’s charges 

Preparations on a large scale for this in- 
teresting event in the political history of the 
city had been made, the public interest in it 
being great. The members of the committee 
present were: Senator McNaughton of 
Rochester, a Democrat, aud the member on 
whom Tammany Hall reues for such 
aid as he can give at the bear- 
ings; Senators Stéwart, Ahearn, 
Birkett, Boardman, and Hendricks. William 
M. Ivins was there as chief inquisitor for the 
committee. Patrick H. McCann, Croker’s 
brother-in-law, was also on hand. McCann 
looked calm and collected, and his presence 
was at once interpreted by those present as 
a public notification that he was not going 
to back down“ in front f anything Croker 
might say, but was prepared fo do as he had 
threatened—namely: to tell some more.“ 

Croker, the Hamlet of today’s play, was 
the last to arrive. He Was accompaied by 
his wife, a tall, nandsomb woman of good 
figure and refined features. The Tammany 
leader looked much the same as he did be- 
fore he went to Europe except that he is 
thinner in the body. There was but very lit- 
tie difference noticeable ig his face. As soon 
as he was sworn Croker turned round, and 
he and Ivins, the two ex-City Chamberiains, 
faced each other. Mr. Choate rose and asked - 
if he should examine Mr.Croker. Senator 
Hendricks replied in the affirmative, and the 
examination was at once begun. 

Everything Denied. 

On his direct examination, in reply to 
questions of his counsel, Mr. Joseph H. 
Choate, Mr. Croker said he had lived in this 
city for forty years, had been an Alderman, 
a Coroner, a Fire Commissioner (the last by 
appointment of Mayor Hewitt), Collector of 
Arrears of Fersonal Taxes, and City 
Chamberlain. Hesaid he went to Europe 
for the benefit of his health and had returned 
to refute the charges made against him be- 
fore the committee. He returned against 
the advice of his doctors. _ 

Mr. Choate now read MeCann’s testimony 
in relation to Croker’s visit to McCann’s 
store and the story of the $180,000 which Mc- 
Cann said Croker had charge of to secure tbe. 
confirmation by the Aldermen of Grant as 
Commissioner of Public Works, and asked 
him if it was true. Inaslightly raised tone 
of voice Croker said the story was absolutely 
untrue in all particulars, Neither Tammany 
Hall nor any other organization vontributed 
$180,000 or any other sum to use for the pur- 
pose of having Hugh Grant confirmed as 
Aqueduct Commissioner or for any other pur- 
pose. The orgatization ef Tammany Hail 
was doing all it could for another candidate, 
John McQuaid. John MeQuaid was the only 
candidate of Tammany Hall, though Fitz John 
.Porter’s name may have been put in. John 
Kelly was leader of T y Hall at this 
time, and he was sick a home, aad the 
witness vi ime te a 
brought from bim and ganization tke 
name of Mr. McQuaid for Aqueduct Com- 
missioner. . 

Mr. Choate—Was Mr. Kelly still acting as 
boss of Tammany Hall? 

Burke Cochran shook his gead, the audi- 
ence laughed, and Mr. Choate bowed his 
head and smilingly acknowledged the im- 
plied rebuke of his colleague. But Croker’s 
reply was: We were all doing what we 
couid to carry out his orders.”’ 

Mr. Choate—Did you ever tell Mr. McCann 
that it would bea good thing for everybody 
connected with the acqueduct department if. 
Hugh Grant was made Commissioner? 

Mr. Croker—No, sir. 

Mr. Choate—Did you ever tell Mr. McCann 
that there was a man up the Hudson, near 
Newburg, who made cement as good as that 
now used in the Department of Public 
Works, and that if Grant gotin this man’s 
cement would be used, and you would get 10 
cents royalty on every barrel of cement? 

Mr. Croker—I never said anything of tne 
kind. Mr. McCann’s statement is wholly 
false, and no such conversation ever oc- 
curred between us. 

Mr. Croker admitted having met and 
spoken to Mr. Adams, but claimed that he 
talked to Mr. Adams on McCann’s business 
at McCann’s request. Hedenied that he had 
a bag of money with him during this busi- 
ness with Adams, ana denied also all Mo- 
Cann’s allegations concerning his statement 
that he believed that Mayor Edson would 
nominate Mr. Grant, or the Board of 
Aldermea would confirm him, Grant was 
not a candidate for the Commissionership 
sofaras the wituess knew. McCann nad 
told the witness that he thought of going 


| FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE GRAND TRUNK. | 


E. J. McDonnell of Hyde Park Instantly 
Killed Near Copetown, Out. 

Hamiiton, Ont., June I Special. I— An 
accident occurred on the Grand Trunk rail- 
Way about a mile west of Copetown this 
afternoon, caused by the spreading of the 
rails, which resulted in the loss of one life 
and injury to four or five persons. Just 
where the accident occurred à small bridge 
is built which crosses a parrow ravine. All 
the cars passed over this bridge safely ex- 
cspting the sleepers and the dining-car. 
Fortunately there were few passengers ip 
the cars. The two sleepers left the trac« 
and plunged down a thirty foot embankment, 
‘both being badiy wreckea. The dining-car 
hung over the embankment. In the sleeper 
were E. J. McDonnell and wife of Hyde 
Park, Chicago. Mr. McDonnell was crushed 
between the seats and almost instantly 
killed, the body being baaly mangied. Mrs.

Mr. Ivins sought to show by this affidavit 
that Mr. Croker had violated hig oath of of- 
fice by signing euch an agreement. 

Mr. Choate, in objecting to the line of 
questions resorted to by Mr. Ivins, said that 
Mr. Croker, with other good citizens, had 
sought to balk the all-devouring attempts of 
Mr. Tweed. 


Mr. Ivins claimed that it was cémpine 
working against combine. He stood ready 
wo prove that the Tammany Hall ofjtoday was 
governed by the fag-ends and tailings of the 
Tammany Hall of Tweed’s time. He de- 
clared that, notwithstanding that Croker 
and others in power at the time referred to 
were then legislated out of office, it was not 
long before they were provided for under 
Tweed. He would show that the fag-ends of 
the Tammany Hall of Tweed's day were 
Croker’s friends now and the administrators 
of the city government. He would show 
how some of them—Barker, lately convicted 
of a brutal crime, Scannell, and others— 
were the collectors of money for Tammany 
Hall and he would show where some of the 
money went to. 

Why Croker Favored Grant. 

Suddenly Mr. Ivins turned his attention to 
Grant’s candidacy for Sheriff. Croker said 
he had favored Grant because of the stand 
the latter had taken against the boodle deals. 
Kelly did not favor Grant at first, but he did 
at the last. In reply to Mr. Ivins Croker as- 
serted that while he personally favored 
Grant’s nomination it would have been use- 
less unless Kelly acquiesced. ‘If Kelly had 
got up in the convention, said Croker, “ and 
declared that Grant should not be nominated 
he couid not have been nominated.”’ 

In reply to many of the questions for de- 
tails as to tha investment of Godfather 
Grant's $10,000 gift to little Flossie the wit- 
| mess pleaded lack of knowledge and bad 
memory. He had left the matter to his wife 
and mother-in-law. Mrs. Fraser. The title 
remained in Mrs. Fraser’s name for two or 
three months, but no declaration of trustee- 
ship was made by Mrs. Fraser, nor was any- 
thing done to protect Flossie’s interest in the 
event of anything unforeseen happening. 
The deed was not taken in Flossie’s name be- 
cause some of Crbker's money was mixed up 
with it. He remembered having an inter- 
view with a World reporter at Wiesbaden. 
He was very sick at the time and did not 
want to talk to him. He probably aid tell 
the reporter that the gifts were small, and 
he could not remember how large they were, 
He dia not want to go into an investigation 
at Wiesbaden. 

Mr. Ivins now went back to the McUann- 
Adams-Croker interview. Croker said he 
talked with Tom Adams alone up-stairs. 
McCann left them because he thought they 
could talk more freely and he (Croker) could 
form a better estimate of Adams in that way 
than if McCann was present; besides Mo- 
Cann did not desire to be present when 
Croker was talking about him to Adams. 
Croker added that he had not seen Adams 
before or since. 

The Organization of Tammany. 

Croker was now asked as to the organiza- 
tion of Tammany Hail, how many members 
the several committees consisted of, the dif- 
ferent officers of it, etc. In connection with 
this line of examination Mr. Ivins found a 
pew title for the political Boss’’—namely: 
‘‘Titular Leader.“ He questioned Croker as 
to the expenses of Tammany Hall, how 
it raised money to pay its expenses, 
and what plan it adopted for levying assess- 
ments on candidates. Croker replied that 
to man the polls properly at an election cost 
from $60,000 to $70,000. A number of men 


did not putadoliar into that p ; he 
simply bought it for the witness because he 
(Croker) did not want a neighbor of his to 
know he was purchasing the property; be 
thought Keating could purchase it cheaper 
than he could himself under the circum- 
stances. | 

Mr. Choate then turned Mr. Croker over to 
the tender mercies of Mr. Ivins for cross- 
examination. By this time there was not 
even standing room in the court-room. Mr. 
Croker testified very frankly in reply to Mr. 
Ivins and with a good deal of vigor, prefer- 
ring to explain and give information, despite 
the objections of his counsel. 


Cross- Examined, 

On cross-examinatien by Mr. Ivins the 
witness said that he aever had a liquor store 
in Seventh avenue or any interest in a liquor 
store there or elsewhere, Mr. {vins took a 
big jump backward ana asked the witness 
several questions about his course in Tweed’s 
time when he was a member ot the Board of 
Aldermen. Croker replied that the Alder- 
men were told that if they opposed Tweed 
they would be legislated out of office, “‘ and 
we were very shortiy afterwards,” said 
Croker. 

Mr. Ivins then read a paper purporting to 
be an agreemententered into between certain 


million and more toward the Lake Front as a 
site when they could earn that amount by 
carrying passengers to another point. There 
must be something behind that. 

“ Simply this,” explained Mr. Hirst. “ The 
road would use 100 feet of what it asks for in 
building docks and structures that would 
permit the unloading of ships at its cars.

l Guarding Against Politics. 


Commissioners Richard Turnbull, Joseph 
Hirst, F. J. V. Skiff, and R. E. Goodel of 
Colorado were at headquarters yesterday, 
Politics, in the opinion of Mr. Hirst, was the 
thing most to be guardea against. 

“Weare politically active in our State,” 
he said, but we do not intena to let politics 
into our arrangements for the Fair. We ein- 
tend to make the best display possible. As 
for the commission and the directors I can 
see no chance for friction; all are working 
for the success of the Fair.“ 

Mr. Turnbuli’s views were similar. In fact, 
but one idea is expressed by all Com- 
missioners who have been in Chicago, and 
that is the idea of harmony. 

“ Chicago is putting up the money and we 
are willing to leave everything in reason to 
Chicago,“ is the opinion invariably ex- 
pressed. 

With the arrival of the Commissioners, 
however, comes more gossip concerning the 
Secretaryship. The Secretary will be soon 
appointed and consequently. the contest is 
narrowing. Concerning it the following was 
given out from headquarters: 

As yet no action, nor even consultation, has 
been had with respect to the Secretaryahip of 
the Board of Directors or the National Commis- 
sion nor with reference to the office of Director- 
General. It is expected that prompt conference 
will be had on these subjects as soon as the Com- 
missioners shall appoint a committee cor- 
responding in powers with that of the Executive 
Committee of the local board. 

Nevertheless the matter is open for dis- 
cussion. — 

John T. ee of Texds and Benjamin 
Butterworth believed to be in the lead, 
although Chauncey Depew’s recommenda- 
tion goes for a good deal, and he has given it 
to Gen. Norton of Boston. Mr. Dickinson 
has been in Washington for about two 
weeks and has made the acquaintance of a 
great many of the Commissioners. He has 
a good following and has an excellent show 
of winning. 

But Butterworth has not been losing time, 
either. He has been indorsed by many of 
the leading men in Washington, and there 
seems to be but one real objection chat has 
been raised—he is a Republican. Many claim 
that if the President of the commission be a 
Republican the Secretary should be a Demo- 
crat, but the directors assert they do not care 
what a man’s politics may be. They want 
the man who is best suited to the position. 
If this be lived up to the election of the Pres- 
ident will have no effect on the election of 
the Secretary. 

The Next Proposition. ä 

The above proposition was made to tue II- 
linois Central Rallroad June 13, 1890. 
The subcommittee then met certain officials 
of the Lilinois Central in New York and dis- 
cussed the matter of such settlement ut great 
length with several of the directors of the 
company. On the return of the subcommit- 
tee it was considered best to modify these 
suggestions or propositions, and the follow- 
ing report was made: 

1. To have the * Central railroad com-

1. Thatitis the opinion of your Committee on 
Grounds and Buildings that the best and most 
available site for the World's Exhibition is what 
is commonly known as the Lake-Front. 

2. That it is practicabie to fill a portion of the 
submerged lana on such front in due time for 
the proper construction of suitable buildings for 
such exhibition. 

8. That the available area to be obtained and 
used for such purpose will be not less than 275 
acres and not more than 375 acres. 

4. Your committee has consulted with the 
South Park Commissioners and has reason to 
believe that such Commissioners, under certain 
regulations, will, if proper legislation be obtained 
from the Legislature at tne special session and 
proper action taken on the part of the City of 
Chicago, at the cost of such Board of Commis- 
sioners, fill such submerged lands and after the 
Exhibition is over maintain them forever as a 
great public park and pleasure ground. 

5. Your committee has every reason to be- 
lieve that the Legislature, City Council, and city 
authorities will pass such needed legislation, if a 
fair and equitable settlement of all matters in- 
volved can be obtained. . 

6. Your committee believes that the United 
States Government can and will change the 
present dock line when duly requested so to do. 

7. The maintenance of a great public park on 
the Lake-Front would be of such advantage and

The resolution reads us follows: 

The Republican party has always been enthu- 
siastic and firm in its support of the free public- 
school system, and we, therefore, heartily and 
cordially approve of the Compulsory School law 
passed by the General Assembly at its last ses- 
sion, as far as.it recognizes and protects the in- 
herent and inalienabie right of all children grow- 
ing up in the State toa primary education, in- 
cluding familarity with the English as the uni- 
versal language of the country; but we regret 
and condemn that in some cases a constryction 
has been placed upon this act, making it appear 
as operating against the right of parents to pro- 
vide for such education of their children in pri- 
vate schools of their. own selection, and we 
therefore pledge our representatives in the Gen- 
eral Assembly to such au amendment or revision 
of the present Compulsory School law as will 
not only maintain and eatorce such educational 
rights of children, but will also recognize in ex- 
press terms the rights of parents to provide for 
such education of their children, and will, in a 
like manner, prohibit all arbitrary interference 
with private means of education, with the right 
to use or perpetuate any language whatsover, 
and with the right to practice or perpetuate any 
religious creed. call, or worship not in conflict 
‘with the moral law. 

The author of this resoluwon thinks it will 
furnish an issue for the campaign which will 
arouse the same patriotic enthusiasm that 
characterized the days of the war. 

The tchool-Kook Trust. 
L. M. Diliman, wno is employed dy the 
United School-Book Trust to look after its 
interests at Legislatures, State conventions, 
and teachers’ institutes, is here, and will un- 
doubtedly do his best to prevent tne adoption 
by the Committee on Resolutions of anything 
calculated to bring about a declaration against 
the enormous and outrageous prices charged 
by this trust for school-books. Mr. Dillman 
visited Springtield wien the Democratic 
State Cou ven tion was held a few weeks ago. 
A resolution denunciatory of the School- 
Book Trust was introduced by Moses Salo- 
mon of Cook County. Gen. Jim Ewing of 
Bloomington and half a dozen others made 
a vigorous and determined fight against 
the adoption of the resolution. It was 
adopted, however. It is understood Mr. 
Dillman is responsible for the opposition 
to the plank and platform. He is here now 
and proposes to defeat any deciarawon an- 
tagonistic to the trust. In speaking of the 
matter today Mr. Diliman suid school-books, 
in certain instances, at least, were sold at a 
much less figure than the State could publish 
them for, and even intimated that at no dis- 
tant day there would be a sweeping reduc- 
tion in the prices of books furnished the peo- 
ple. Tnese, of course, are merely subter- 
fuges on the part of the emissary of the 
trust, who well knows that books published 
by the concern he represents are sold to the 
people of the State of Illinois at prices 50 per 
cent higher than the same books are sold to 
citizens of other States. It is almost a cer- 
tainty that the convention will not be behind 
that of the Democracy in denouncing the 
School-Book Trust. 
Mr. Franz Amberg Arrives. 

Mr. Amberg came in on the early morning 
train on the Alton road and immediately 
after breakfast opened headauarters at the 
Leland, in the rooms occupied by Gen. Logan 
as a parlor and bedroom during the memor- 
able Senatorial fight of 1855. Here he was 
joined by J. R. B. Van Cleave, John M.

BRAZIL’S NEW CONSTITUTION, 


It Ig Soon to Go Into Effect—Some of Its 
Provisions. 

Rio JANEIRO; May 31.— Tue new constitu- 
tion has been elaborated by some of the most 
notable jurisconsults and specialists of Brazil 
under tne immediate supervision of the 
Ministers. This constitution will be the 
fundamental law of tne land after 
the constituent assembly shall have ap- 
proved it. Immediately after the de- 
creeing of the constitution there 
shall be an election for Senators 
and deputies—sixty-three of the former 
(three for each State and Federal district) 
and 200 of the latter, according to popula- 
tion. Immediately after the opening of the 
first reguiar session of the Legisiative As- 
sembly the Provisional Government will 
place in its hands the functions of govern- 


ected on the 15th of November last, ana 
the Assembly will at once select the new 
Chief of State. 

The following are the principal ideas con- 
tained in the Constitution: Pariiamentarism 
ceases; Brazil adopts the American system 
of a responsible Executive, with Secretaries 
responsible only to him and to the people; 
the Senator or Deputy who is chosen a Sec- 
retary loses his seat; the first election of the 
President will be in November next by Con- 
gress, but the Constituwon establishes that 
this election subsequently shall be by means 
ot electors: the people select electors in pro- 
portion to their delegations in Congress; the 
President shall be elected tor six years, and 
shail be ineligible for the next ten years suc- 
ceeding his term of office.

TRUST “SECURITIES.” 
The list of “trusts” is a fearfully long 


one. It includes matches, steel rails, jute | 


bags, cordage, petroleum, borax, cotton-seed 
oil, Linseed oil, paper envelopes, nails, barbed 
fence, lead, nickel, sugar, school books, gutta- 
percha, copper, zinc, slate percils, iron nuts 
and washers, ollelotn, ultramarine, gas, whis- 
ky, starch, cigarettes, and strawboard, while 
several other important industries, promi- 
nent among which is dressed beef, are widely 
believed to belong to the same class. 

The certificates of many of these trusts are 
listéd on the Stock Exchanges, and this fact 
gives them a large part.of the strength with 
which they hold on in spite of adverse decis- 
ions by the comts. From a breker’s point 
of view these stocks constitute @ most valua- 
ble addition to exchange business. They fur- 
nish nandsome commissions, which is a suf- 
ticient inducement to the average broker to 
argue in their favor. And this is fostered 
by the widespread distrust in railroad secur- 
ities that has followed the rate wars which 
threaten to reduce the earnings of the carry- 
ing companies to the point of minimum divi- 
dends. In fact, some of the advocates of 
trust trading are predicting boldly that 
within a short time the volume of trad- 
ing in this class of properties“ will 
constitute the major part of the daily trading 
in Wall street, and are trying to tone down 
tue effect of adverse decisions by referring 
to the fact that afew years ago public opin- 
ion was strongly against railroad building 
and trading in the securities issued against 
it. But the fact that the State of New York 
poe imposed a canal toll on every ton of 

reight that was moved on roads paralleling 
the great inland waterway, and since then 
bas discovered its mistake, is no proof that 
the courts were in the wrong when they de- 
cided the trust to be a public enemy. 

fhe plea that trust stocks are “a natural 
outcome of the changing conditions of the 
modern business world“ may be true, but 
they are none the less objectionable. The 
conditions that led up to them are wrong to 
They are the application of the 


right to combine as ainst the rest of the 
world &nd are justified 
vantage that can be‘obtained from such com- 
bination. It is the trades union idea in its 
ultra form, and is opposed equally to public 
policy whether carried out by workingmen 
or by their employers. The radical evil lies 
in the attempt to cut off competion, to pre- 
vent others than the trust men from gaining 
a living by the sweat of their brows 
or the honest exercise of their tai- 
ents. This forms. a menace to the 
welfare of the citizen and the integrity of 
free institutions equally great as that which 
threatened the stability of governments by 
the arts of conspirators in classic times. In 
fact, the attempt to carry out the trust idea 
and to corrupt the purity of the ballot-box 
might be defined correctly as the only forms 
of treason possible under a republican gov- 
ernment. Each of these is a deadly blow 
aimed at the best interests of the body poli- 
tic, and both should be frowned down as in 
the highest degree inimical to its welfare. 
It is not impossible that the “‘ commercial ” 
organizations whose members now cater to 
the trading and gambling in trust stocks will 
de made ere long to pay the penalty for their 
mischievous activity and find themselves left 


high and dry by a return of the public to an 


appreciation of the true business ethics which 
they have despised. 


WILL CHICAGO VE SECOND PLACE? 

The unofficial rep&rt of the Supervisor is 
to the effect that the population of Philadel- 
phia is 1,040,449. It is not improbable that 
when the work is finished the total will rise 
to 1,060,000, or just about Taz TRIBUNx's esti- 
mate of last year. 

Immediately after the annexations of 1889, 
when Chicagé began looking forward to be- 
ing the second city in the United States, the 
Philadelphians insisted they would retain 
that position, which they bave held so long, 
and figured out from the votes cast at recent 
elections that in 1890 they would have 
1,200,000 people, and that Chicago could not 
scrape up so many. THe TRIBUNE told the 
Quaker City people that their election flgure 
estimates were unreliable data and that 
they would do well if they gained between 
1880 and 1890 as muchas they did between 
1870 and 1880. That was 25.7 per cent, which 
would give them 1,064,892. There has been 
nothing abnprmal in the growth of Philadel- 
phia during the last decade, so that the unof- 
ficial figures of the census officer are pretty 
nearly right. 

No semi-official or -unofficial figures tave 
been given out for this city, but it is evident 
that the total will not fall below 1,100,000 and 
that Philadelphia will be left in third place. 
The school census of 1888 showed 802,651 per- 
sous in the old city and 185,600 in the dis- 
tricts subsequently annexed, making a total 
of 988,251. The gain in the old city between 
1886 and 1888 was 98,000. At the same rate 
that for the last two years would be 113,000. 
Add to that the gains in the annexed wards 
and the showing will be one worthy of Chi- 
cago’s go-ahead and get-there spirit and rec- 
ord, } 

In 1850 Chicago was the nineteenth in rank 
of American cities. In 1860 it was the ninth. 
In 1870 tne fifth, and would have been 
the fou t for the St. Louis census pad- 
ding, which put that place fraudulently 
ahead. In 1880 Chicago was the fourth—Brook- 
iyn beating it 63,000—and now, shouldering 
Philadelphia and Brooklyn out of the way, it 
takes second place. In 1840, when the first 
census of the City of Chicago was taken, i: 
had but 4,479 people. Worcester, Mass., 
Paterson, N. J., Cambridge, Mass., Cleveland. 
Columbus, Louisville, Detroit, New Haven, 
Pittsburg, and Richmond had more. New 
Orieans had over twenty-two times as many, 
and nad 60,000 more peovle than Chicago 
when the Civil War broke out.

Thus it appears that the Spanish West 
India islands and the Spanish Philippines 
furnished 1,771,000,000 pounds. Itis true also 
that nearly ali the sugarcrop of Cuba-is 
taken by this country. In 1880, out of a total 
product of 580,000 tons, 50,000 were reserved 
for local consumption, 405,000 came here, aad 
55,000 went elsewhere. The proportion of 
the whole crop which the United States 
takes has risen instead of fallen since 1880. 

Yet in spite ot tne great market supplied 
by this country Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines took in 1887 but $11,990,000 worth 
of American products of all kinds, The peo- 
ple there would have taken more but a Span- 
ish prohibitory tariff on American bread- 
stuffs and other food products stood in their 
way. Notwithstanding this persistent pol- 
icy, Maj. McKinley proposes to doa kind act 
for the Spanish dependencies by taking off 
the duties on raw sugars without any con- 
cession in return. Doubtless Spain would 
reciprocate, as Brazil did on coffee, by im- 
posing export duties on sugars, and Maj. Mc- 
Kinley would submit meekly, unless the 
Sugar Trust said it would not do. 

Suppose instead of taking off these duties 
unconditionally, thus turning another cheek 
to Spain and inviting it to slap that, Con- 
gress should adopt Mr. Blaine’s recommenda- 
tion and take off the duties only for the 
benefit of those sugar producing nations 
which will reciprocate by letting in Ameri- 
can farm products free. Then what wouid 
Spain do? Would it keep up its prohibition 
policy on American flour, and let Cuban 
sugars be driven out of the United States 
market by the cheaper sugars of other lands? 
If so, where would Cuba find a market for 
its surplussugar? What country would want 
it? Most of the European countries are pro- 
ducing more sugar from beets than they can 
consume. 

It must be remembered that cane sail is 
not the king it was fifty years ago. The 
production of sugar in 1887 was 5,187,000 tons, 
of which 2,433,000 were made from beets and 
2,754,000 from cane. Germany makes all the 
sugar it needs for home use and is a large 
exporter. Sois France and so are Belgium 
and Holland. Austma and Russia are mak- 
ing much sugar from beets. In 1888, of ithe 
Euglish imports of sugars 31 per cent was 
raw begt and 41 raw cane, 3.1 per cent was 
refined cane, and 24.9 refined beet. 

Therefore, if Cuba is forced out of the 
American market in retaliation for its excess- 
ive duties on American breadstuffs, where 
will it go with its sugars? There will be no 
demand for them abroad except the limited 
one in Spain. The United States will get 
what it needs from the beet-sugar countries 
and cane-sugar from the South and Central 
American States, which willincrease their 
output enormously when they see an assured 
free market for it. Spain must yield or 
Cuba will be ruined, and, though obstinate, it 
will choose the former, and make its prov- 
inces free to American foodstuffs. 

The value of the agricultural and live 
stock products of Illinois for 1889 1s set 
down at $212,000,000—far less than it woula 
have been but for the great surpluses which 
pulled down prices. Mr. Biaine wants 
every Latin-American market thrown open 
to these products that these surpluses may 
be consumed. Is not he a truer friend of the 
Illinois farmer than Mr. Cannon, who is try- 
ing to take off the sugar duties without 
opening new markets for his constituents, 
but to enable certain Eastern manufacturers 
to tax them more heavily thaff before? is 
not Mr. Blaine a truer friend of the Iowa 
farmer when he offers him cheap sugar and a 
wider market than Gov. Gear, who offers 
Spain a free market for Cuban sugars 
without any reciprocity for Iowa foodstuffs 
in return? 

The farmer should study up a little ana 
see who is the fool and who tne true 
friend. 


THE GOMPERS-POWDERLY ROW. 
Notwithstanding the heated term a row 
has broken out between the American Fed- 


‘eration of Labor and the Knights of Labor 


which promises to be a long and bitter one. 
The respective factions are headed by Presi- 
dent Gompers, a gentieman with nothing to 
do but to foment discontent and inaugurate 
strikes among the workingmen belonging to 
the federation, and Generai Master Work- 
man Powderly, a gentleman whose line of 
business is similar to that of Gompers. As 
the business in that line is rather quiet just 
now the two leaders are filling up their time 
by pitching into each otner. 

General Master Workman Powderly 
opened the ball by accusing Gompers of 
double dealing ana of claiming organizations 
as members of the federation which are out- 
side of it, such as the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and the telegraphers. Presi- 
dent Gompers in reply hurls back Powderly’s 
charges and accuses him of treachery to the 
interests of the unions. He specifies the 
strike of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers at Mings’ Junction, 
the cigarmakers’ lockout in New York the 
union printers’ strike at Jacksonville, Fia., 
the beer brewers’ strike in New York, and 
the Stock-Yards strike in Chicago as in- 
stances where the Knights of Labor organ- 
ized ** scabs” to take the places of union men. 
He also charges that Powderly never has said 
a word in favor of eigut hours and closes in 
this defiant manner: “Do your worst. The 
trade unions of this country and of the world 
are naturally the organizatons of working 
people. They are the outgrowth of eco- 
nomie conditions. We cannot devote much 
time to Powderly’s charges or his puny at- 
tempt to build up an organization Which bas 
proved to bea failure. In a word, Powderly 
and his organization are back numbers.” 

This manifesto was followed up by a chal- 
lenge from the back number to Gompers to 
meet him at Cooper Union. Gompers de- 
clined the challenge and called Powderly a 
pettifogger; but Powderly hela his meeting 
all the same, and, after a squad of Gompers’ 
men who attempted to enter the hall with 
federation banners had been pitched into 
the street, he paid his respects te Gompers in 
the following vigorous manner: “Although 
we have an enemy on our flank who should 
be a friend we will hght on and win. We 
seek no quarrel with any one, -but when a 
snarling cur comes at our heeis in {future 
we will take the weapon that comes hanaiest 
and strixe that cur from the ranks of labor. 
The day of temporizing with enemies from 
without and within has gone by.“

The twins are still clawing each other and 
the nursery is fuli of their clamor.

By it Harvey dem- 
onstrated the course of the circulation of 
the blood, whieh is a tact of some ingpor- 
tance. Vivisection has added to the know!l- 
edge of the processes of digestion, assimi- 
lation, and nutrition. It has helped to 
explain the functions of the liver and has 
been most useful in the study of the nervous 
system. If the science of medicine were 
stripped of all it has learned through vivisec- 
tion the death rate would be much larger 
than itis and many a valuable life would be 
sacrificed. if the study of the brain of à dog 
enables the doctor to cure the brain diseases 
of men it is right the dog shoyld be experi- 
mented on.

of Ohio, Iilinois, Indiana, and Iowa have been 
paying duties on sugar for the benefit of the 
United States Government. Their friends, 
McKinley, Cannon, and Gear, propose that 
they shall keep on paying them, but that the 
beneficiary shall be changed—that Spain and 
Brazil shail get that money. The Western 
farmers do not like taxes any too well, but if 
they must pay them they prefer that they 
shall go to their own Government and not to 
a foreign Power. What they like best, how- 
ever, is Mr. Biaine’s proposition, that they 
quit paying those duties and at the same 
time secure new warkets for their products. 
That is a way of küling two. birds with one 
stone which strikes them as being just about 
right. They are for the man who can lessen 
expenses and increase income, not for the 
one who increases expenses and leaves the 
income no better than it was. 


EsTIMATES based upon the census enumer- 
ation are beginning to putin an early ap- 
pearance and show decided gains in the lead- 
ing American cities. New York, as the me- 
tropolis, is credited with 1,627,227,a gain of 
420,928 since 1880. Certainly that city should 
not be disappointed. A gain of 42,000 a year 
in its cramped area, besides the overflow 
which it contributes to Jersey City, Pater- 
son, Newark, Brooklyn, Long Island, and 
Westchester, is very encouraging. Brook- 
lyn, which is helped by this overflow, claims 
about 900,000, which is a gain of 333,000 since 
1880. Philadelphia putsin its ciaim for 1,040,- 
449, a gain of 198,279, and enough to consti- 
tute it the third American city. Boston, 
which has increased some by annexation as 
well as by its manufacturing progress, 
will be satisfied with 417,720, a gair of 47,888. 
Cincinnati ciaims a round 300,000, a gain of 
44.861. It looks as if St. Louis will have to 
be satisfied with 440,000, a gain of 89,482, 
though itis asserting vigorously it ought to 
have 455,000 or 460,000. Even the latter 
figures, however, will not bring it up to Bal- 
timore, which claims 500,000, a gain of 108,- 
687. New York thus takes the lead. Chicago 
it is believed will take second place. The 
general opinion is that its population exceeds 
1,100,000, a gain of nearly 600,000 since 1880. 
Philadelphia will be third and Brooklyn 
fourth. The other cities, Boston, St. Louis, 
and Baltimore, start off in the 1890 race 
pretty evenly matchea and with a fair field. 
Which will round the century ahead? 


LaTeR dispatches define with more clear- 
ness the boundary between the English and 
German “spheres” in the partition of East 
Africa. The north boundary of Germany is 
the second degree of south latitude, dipping 
a little to the south near the Congo State, 
which makes its western boundary. On the 
south the Stevenson road has been selected, 
which runs from the coast at the Zambesi 
River northward to Lake Nyassa, thence to 
Lake Tanganyika and the Congo line, and 
through the Nyanza Lake region to the Nile. 
This route 1s controlled by England, but as 
far as Tanganyika and the Congo boundary 
it is Germany's line. England also gains the 
northeastern strip of seacoast and islands, 
and is awarded a protectorate over Zanzibar 

and Zanzibar Island. Germany retuins its 
8 possessions and gets Heligoland. Thus 
the whole of Northeastern Africa, except 
Abyssinia and the Italian possessions, comes 
under English influence, probabiy including 
the territory which Emin Bey recently ad- 
ministered. Germany really gave up nothing 
except the seacoast strip and gains a vast 
area of territory.

| BANITE BEFORE JUDGE COLLINS,

He Proves Sis Ability as a Lawyer, at Any 
Rate, and Produces a Formidable Array 
of Witnesses—He Says He Was Cruelly 
Treated at Kankakee—Dr. Dewey und 
Others Think Him Insane—The Hearing 


Continued, 

Frank Coluer was the center of ail eee in 

a crowded court- room yesterday. He was 

a case and the question at issue was 
his own sanity. It came up on bis own peti- 
tion for a habeas carpus to secure his dis- 
charge from the Eastern Illinois Asylum for 
the Insane at Kankakee. 

When Judge Collins ascended the bench 
the room was filied, principally with lawyers. 
Among them were many eminent in their 

profession. There were ex- Judge Bar- 
num, County Attorney Terhune, I. K. 
Boyesen, Col. C. S. Cameron, Ed ward E. 
Gray, John M. Munday, Matt P. Brady, Moses 
Salomon, and Jacob Newman. That all 
had not come out of idle curiosity 
or even a natural interest in the mental con- 
dition of a fellow-member of the bar became 
apparent later, when one by one they were 
signaled by Mr. Collier to come forward and 
be sworn on his behalf. It then became 
known that each one had informed Mr. Col- 
lier that in his opinion Mr. Coilier was not 
demented, and that thereupon each and 
every one of them had received as pressing 
invitation to v7 gig Collins’ court and 
testify to that e 
Besides lawyers there were Board of Trade 
men, school principals and teachers, and 
other friends of Collier who had promised to 
tell what they believed to be true regarding 
mis mental state. It so happened’ that each 
one had the same opinion regarding Collier’s 
condition that he had himself. Among them 
were Principal Hatch of tne Brainard School, 
Profs. Paine anc Munroe and Miss Lucy F. 
Wilson of the West Division High School. 
Collier on the stand. 
Collier himself first took the stand. 
Rapidly and with great clearness he gave 
an account of his troubles. His memory for 
dates was remarkable. He told of the as- 
sauit made on him in the alley near the La 
Salle Club, of his voyage to Europe and his 
return after seven weeks’ absence, of his 
-confinement in the Bloomingdale asylum, of 
his release, and of his incarceration in the 
Kankakee asylum. All of the subsequent 
events he remembered distinctly. He ad- 
mitted that he had been for nine months “as 
crazy as a bedbug,” but claimed that he was 
now perfectly sane. 
During the nine months that he admitted 
having been insane Collier said he had a de- 
ius ion that peopie were pursuing him as the 
‘suspected murderer of Dr. Cronin. He

CURIOUS BUSINESS IN CONGREss,

New York Times; The surrender of the 
Republicans of the Seuate Finance Commit- 
tee ta the Sugar Trust, like the previous sur- 
render of Mr. MéKinley and his Republican 
associates in the House [and the Demouvratic 
Ways and Means Committee, with Mills at 
its head in 1888] to the same organization, 
was marked by some curious and significant 
incidents. Owing in part to the dissatisfaction 
of Mr. McKinley and his companions, it will 
not be difficuit eventually to lay all these in- 
cidents before the public, and some of them 
are now available. When Mr. McKinley and 
his partners, at almost the last moment, and 
as aresuitofa midnight conference, raised 
the trust’s protective duty from 16 to 40 cents 
per 100 pounds fa midnight conference did 
the same thing on the Mille bill in 1888, rais- 
ing the tax to 60 cents}, they knew that 
thereby they invited the severest criticism. 
Now, when the Senate Republicans not only 
have raised this. protective duty 60 cents per 
100 pounds, but also have sought to shut out 
“ the cheap yellow sugars may be. used 
by the poor,” the Republicans of the House 
committee are angry because they foresee 
great tribulation. : 

And partly-as a result of their anger we 
are getting some of the inside history of the 
sugar negotiations. In the first place it is 
admitted that the Senate Republicans suf- 
fered a sudden change of mind at the elev- 
enth hour. It was Saturday night, the lth, 
that they met the demands of the trust and 
the so-called independent refiners (Spreckels 
not included). Ine night of the 12th inst. 
the staff correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press, who has n in close communication 
with the members of the committee and who 
had paid especial attention to the sugar du- 
ties, wrote as follows: 

A majority of the Republican members [of the 
Seuate committee} privately expressed them- 
selves today as opposed to any increase in the 
duty on refined sugar, It may therefore de put 
down as absolutely settied that there will be no 
change in that sen as far as refined sugar is 
concerned, 

He also directed attention to the appear- 
ance here at intervals of Mr. John E. Searles, 
the Treasurer of che Sugar Trust.“ On the 
following day he reported that a motion to 
increase the duty from 40 to 50 conts per 100 
pounds had been defeated by a vote of 2 to 4, 
„Mr. Morrill and Mr. Jones being the only 
members of the committee in favor of it.” 
But on the following day, Saturday, the 14th, 
the duty was raised, not to 50 cents, but to 60 
cents per 100 pounds by a vote of 4 to 2. A 
mujority had suddenly found the arguments 
of “the refiners” “ irresistible,’’ we are told! 
And this change was made after Claus 
Soreckels, the really independent refiner who 
invested several milkons in a 
plant in Philadelphia to be operated in com- 
petition with the trust, had told the Ropub- 
licans of tne Benate committee that he was 
satistied with the protection afforded by the 
House vill’s duty of 40 cents! 

The eloquent silence of some of our con- 
temporaries—the New York 7ribvne, for ex- 
ample—cohcerning this action shows that 
they see how di t u will be to explain 
and defend it.

Then Senator Jones 
began to weaken, Next came Senator Morrill, 
who bad always been an earnest free sugar sup- 
porter. But with only three votes the trust was 
unable to carry any proposition, and another 
member had to be captured. This proved to be 
Senator Hiscock, who left Senators Allison ana 
Aldrich alone to fight the battle for free sugar. 
Of course they were outvoted. It was after the 
sugar schedule had been changed that Senator 
Allison disgusted his [astern colleagues by vot- 
ing against them for putting art on the dutiable 
Ust. He reasoned that the people at large could 
not be hungering after free art 60 long as free 
sie was denied them. 

erhaps Senator Hiscock will find it ex- 
pedient to say whether it is true that he 
voted to raise to 60 cents per hundred pounds 
the protective duty of the Sugar Trust after 
the House had raised it from 16 cents to 40 
cents, and whether it is true that by his vote 
the trust was able to obtain a majority of the 
committee in favor of the imposition of a 
duty on the cheap yellow sugars from No. 13 
to o. 16 that the House bili put on the free 
list. 


It will be seen, moreover, the imposition of 
a duty on works of art by the committee was 
caused indirectiy by Senator Hiscock’s vote 
to exclude me cheap yellow sugars that 
may be used by the poor.“ This is a matter 
that deserves the attention of our neighbor, 
the New York Tribune, whose protests against 
the duty on works of art fill the air.

CREASED STORAGE RATES. 


Opposition to the New Price That Ts to 
Ge Into Effect July 1—Contest That 
the Warehousemen Have on Their 
Hands—Grain Receivers Determined in 
Their Hostility tothe Proposed Change 
—What President Baker Says—P. B. 
Wesre’s Optnion. 


The increased storage rates for grain go 
into effect July 1,.a date which is likely to 
mark the beginning of a struggle between 
the Board of Trade and the warehousemen. 
Both parties have given notice of their will- 
ing ness to enter the ring. The fight bids 
| fair to be entertaining. 

The official notificamon of the increase in 
rates was given last winter. It was under- 
Stood to be the first move of the big English 
syndicate which had bought up a lot of ele 
vators, notably those of the Munger- Wheeler 
company. It caused consternation on the 
board, aroar of objection to the advance 
greeting the announcement. The whole 
board in a meeting Dec. 28 passed a resolu- 
tion directing the officers of the board to op- 
pose the increase, which was denounced as 
unfair and unjust. 

At the annual Board of Trade election the 
ticket understood to be most radicaliy op- 
posed to hoisting the elevator storage rates 
was elected, the new officers practically de- 
ing pledged to use every means to prevent 
the consummation of the warehousemen’s 
plans, : 

The warehousemen were frightened at the 
uproar their project had created and agreed 
to postpone for six months the date of put 
ting on the new prices. This action was re- 
garded as settling the matter for good, but it 
did not. The six months bave passed, July 1 
is near at hand, and the raise is coming. 


Recourse of the Board. 

The storage price after next Tuesday will 
be one cent for the first ten days of storage 
orany part thereof and three-eighths of a 
cent for each succeeding ten days. The 
prices have been three-quarters for the first 
ten days and one-quarter for each succeed- 
ing ten. The raise is large enough to make 
n warehouseman happy, a trader sad. 

The Board of Directors of the Board of 
Trade will meet today. It is probabie it will 
decide how the increase is to be prevented. 
Apparently the warehousemen have acted in 
obedience to law; if so they are not to be 
reached through the State authorities. 

But the Board of Trade has a remedy of its 
own which it can apply. Under the rules of 
the board the directors can the 
“regularity” or “ irregularity ” of elevators, 
Should they decide to refuse to consider as 
regular any elevator which may charge 
the new rate they would have the ware- 
housemen in a tight place. What the latter 
would do in such an event cannot be sur 
mised. They maintain no regular organiza- 
tion. Occasionally they have had meetings, 
over which Mr. Wheeler has always pre- 
sided, but as an association they have never 
had existence. Nevertheless they are strong- 
ivy banded together, and they seem to have 
no trouble in making a fleht when necessary. 

The English syndicate bears a good deal of 
the blame for the trouble, because, while it 
does not own & majority of the elevators, itis 
the most powerful factor among the ware- 
housemen. Thereisa difference of opinion 
on the Board of Trade as to the object of the 
warehousemea in raising the rate. Some of 
the members maintain that itis done with no 
intention of maintaining the new rate, but to 
keep up the old one, as by Means of ita Man 
could be made to think he had a good thing in 
the old rate and wouldn’t want rebates and 
other pleasant things which warehousemen 
have been accustomed to give. 

Was the Law Complied With.. 

President W. T. Baker of tne Board of 
Trade said he did not believe the new scale 
of prices would be put in effect. “In the 
first place, he seid “I don’t think the ele- 
vator men complied with the law when they 
advertised the rates of storage at the begin- 
ning of the year. Lou must not ask me at 
just what point they fuiled, for 1 cannot. tell 
you just at preseht. 

“Phe trade can’t afford to ＋ the ad- 
vanced price and the Board o Directors is 
under an order from the full board to pre- 
vent the raise. A resolution embodying this 
order was wassed at a meeting Dec. , and 


* 


| is as follows: 


“Resolved, That the compact made by the public 
warehousemen of this city for the establishment 
of exorbitant rates of grain storage must be re- 
sisted, and that the united, determined, and per- 
sistent efforts of this board shall not cease until 
this and ail other unfair and unjust levies made 
upon the grain of the West shall de withdrawn 
or overthrown. 

“As a matter of fact,“ continued Mr. 
Baker, the elevator men are seeking busi- 
ness now at less than present advertised 
rates of storage, and if they succeed in 
making this advance it will result in the next 
Legislature reducing the maximum rate to 
one-half a cent for the first ten days of 
storage and one-eighth of a cent for cach suc 
ceeding ten days. 

Just what action the Board of Directors 
will take on this matter I am not at liberty 
to state, but decisive steps will be taken, the 
nature of which the public will learnin due

Another Opinsion. 

Said P. B. Weare: The advance will go 
into effect July 1, as was advertised the first 
week in January. I don’t Know of any oppo- 
sition toitfrom the Board of e direct- 
ors and don’t see what they have to do with 
it.

PROF, P. F. BURSTALL COMMITS SUICIDE, 


An Eccentric Milwankeean Shoots Himself 
—Other Cream City Items. 

Mirwauk zn, Wis., June 23.—(Special. |— 
The dead body of Prof. P. F. Burstail was 
found this morning in a ravine near the 
north point with a bullet hole in the right 
temple and a revoiver in his right hand. The 
deceased was 81 years of age. He was a 
brilliant but eccentric man, sehooi teacher, 
philosopher, author, soldier, and traveler— 
for years a character of the town and knows 
to thousands of Milwaukeeans.
